braham Lincoln - Beyond 


the American Icon by well-known and 
respected author Fred Reed, with a fore- 
word by Q. David Bowers follows closely 
on the heels of his 2009 award winning 
reference Abraham Lincoln: The Image of 
His Greatness. This 2013 Hardcover refer- 
ence has 464 pages and over 1400 full 
color images. The Fred Reed collection 
contains 4000 Lincoln items, many of 
which have been reproduced here. The 
cover of the book has a vivid and very 
famous image of Abraham Lincoln done 
by Artist Cathee A. “Cat” Clausen. Quot- 
ing Q. David Bowers Foreword, “The pre- 
sent book is indeed comprehensive; it 
would be a rare find indeed to locate a 
significant image of Lincoln as a product 
advertisement, medal, civic monument, or 
other manifestation not known to the au- 


thor.”

In 2012 the Bureau of 
Engraving & Printing produced a Souvenir 
Card using that same portrait. At the top 
of the Lincoln card there is a small eagle 
which was engraved by Henry Gugler. The 
head of the eagle is turned backwards 
and when inverted the vignette resembles 
the head of a Jackass. This eagle is on 
the $10 United States Notes of Series 


1869 to 1880. There is also an illustration 
of NY collector Andrew C. Zabriskie’s 
1873 catalog of medals struck honoring 
Lincoln. Only 75 copies were produced.

Chapter 3. Lincoln the Idol: 1909 - 1959. 
1909 was the centennial celebration of 
Lincoln and the author covers some of the 
events and items that were produced in- 
cluding the 1909 (Lincoln’s birth year) 
Lincoln cent. It was interesting to read 
that the Lincoln cent idea “was conceived 
by Lincolnphile Republican U. S. president 
Theodore Roosevelt as a daily reminder of 
the nation’s indebtedness to the nation’s 
savior. Also quoting the book “As a 
young boy, Teddy witnessed the Lincoln 
funeral procession up the city s Broadway 
from the window of his grandfather's 


mansion.” 


One of the more interesting illustrations 
has an enlargement of the reverse of the 
Lincoln cent with the name Brenner ap- 
pearing. The mint stopped the presses 
and later the initials V.D.B. (Victor David 
Brenner) were used and his last name 
disappeared. Many other great illustrations 
depicting Lincoln are found in comic 
books and matchbook covers and other 
items up to gold medals. On January 2, 
1959 the U. S. Mint started striking Frank 
Gasparro s Lincoln Memorial on the re- 


verse of the cent.

4. Lincoln the Icon: 
history has been more widely duplicated 
and dispersed than Anthony Berger's 
February 9, 1864, photograph known as O 
—92, except for the Washington portrait on 
the dollar bill and the Lincoln profile on 
the cent.” This O-92 image of Lincoln is 
prominently illustrated. Sculptor Marcel 
Jovine was the creator of a rectangular 
plaque for the 125"anniversary of the 
American Numismatic Society in 1983. 
The reverse of Jovine’s medal 
illustrates the stylized process 


of reducing Brenner's Lincoln 


cent design to coinage-die 
size. The version depicted was 
used in 1982 on the obverse of 
Chet Krause’s aluminum medal 
marking the 30anniversary of 
his weekly coin tabloid, Numis-— 
matic News. Many more pages

Walton had the coin with him when he 
died in a 1962 car accident while driving 
to a coin show, he had promised the pro- 
moters of the show that he would exhibit 
the nickel there, According to newspaper 
accounts the police retrieved $250,000 
worth of coins that were scattered at the 
crash scene. Among the recovered coins 
was the 1913 nickel in a custom made 
holder. But when Walton's heirs put his 
coins up for public auction in 1963, the 
auction house returned the nickel to the 
family because they mistakenly thought it 
was not genuine. The nickel remained in 
their possession, in a strongbox on the 


floor of a closet in George Walton’s sis-— 
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ter's home for more than 4 decades. As 
Ryan Givens told Anderson Cooper, on 
Anderson Live “she stuck it in a box in 
her bedroom closet and as far as | know 


never looked at it again till she died.” 


In 1912, when the United States decided 
to discontinue the Liberty Head nickel in 
favor of the Buffalo nickel, five extra Lib- 


erty nickels were struck at the Philadelphia

Mint under mysterious circumstances likely 
by rogue employee. The dates on these 
five were altered to 1913. Their coins were 
unknown until they were displayed at 
the1920 ANA convention by then owner 


Samuel Brown. 


In January 1924 Brown sold all five 1913 
Liberty Head nickels. The lot of five nick- 
els passed through the hands of many 
coin dealers before finally being pur- 
chased by Colonel E.H.R. Green (son of 
the infamous miser Hetty Green), who 
held them in his collection until his death 
in 1936. His estate was then sold at auc— 
tion, and the five 1913 Liberty Head nick- 


els were purchased by Eric P. Newman 


and B. G. Johnson who broke up the set 


for the first time. 


In July 2003, the American Numismatic 
Association arranged to display the four 
specimens whose whereabouts were 
known. As a publicity stunt, public rela- 
tions consultant and former ANA governor 
Donn Pearlman launched a_ nationwide 
hunt for the missing fifth specimen. He 
arranged

The Walton heirs learned 
about the reward and brought their coin to 
the ANA convention in Baltimore where 
experts from PCGS examined it at com- 
paring it to the other four known speci- 
mens and determined that it was in fact 


genuine. 


The coin is currently on loan to the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Association's Edward C. 
Rochette Money Museum in Colorado

Musicians On Coins: The House That Bach Built 


By Kathy Skelton 





ohann Sebastian Bach was 
bom in Eisenach, Saxe Germany on 21 
(old calendar) 31 March 1685 (Julian vs. 
present Gregorian). Germany is slightly 
smaller in land size than Monlana (our 4'' 
largest state) J. S. Bach never left the 
country, aS many musicians were apt to 
do. All of the Bach family were musical in 
some way. The men's occupation 
was carpentry, and they would travel 
to neighboring villages to do their 
main Job, but carried their violins or 
zithers, and would play for enter- 


tainment and extra money. 


Music was in J. S. Bach's blood His 
father was a twin (J. Ambrosius & J. 
Christoph) and both were church 
organists, J. S. Bach & his 2 broth- 
ers all turned to church music and 


the science of organ music. 


When JSB was 10. both of his par- 
ents died and he went to live with 
his 24 year old brother}. Jakob. JSB 
had a beautiful soprano voice and 
would walk with a 40 member choir 
inrough the town on high holy days 
and would sing and collect money 
for the church. When JSB was 1 §S, 
he was awarded a choral scholar- 
ship to attend St. Michael's school 
in Luneburg (near the seaport of Ham- 
burg). He graduated 3 years later and 
began a post of court musician in the 
chapel of Duke Johann Ernst in Weinar(in 
Thuringia). After 7 months he left fora 
position of organist at St. Boniface 
Church in Arnstadt (8/14/1703). His an-

or Union, MO) to meet and study with 
Dietrich. JSB was so enthralled with Mr 
Buxlenhude thai he didn't return to Arn- 
stadt until 2/21/1706 


Back at Arnstadt JSB became increasingly 


disinterested in the choir, and they with 





him — they were unhappy with the compli- 
cated melodies and he wasn't married 


(being a bachelor was not acceptable). 


On 6/29/1707 JSB resigned from SI 
Mary's and went to Muhlhausen in Thurin- 
gia as organist at St. Blasius He was bet- 
ter compensated and had a better choir 
Afrer four months (10/17/1707), Bach 
married his cousin Barbara. Out of 7 chil- 
dren, only 4 reached adulthood. The 2 
eldest sons were famous in their own 


right. 


In 1708 Bach left Muhihausen and 
returned to Weimar, this time as 
organist and concertmaster at the 
ducal court of Duke Wilhelm Ernst. 
‘the duke was separated with no 
children, so he occupied himself 
with his providence (—5,000 people. 
As head organist at the Church of 
St. Mary, JSB was the chief musical 
dignitary of the city. He strove to 
elevate the standard of vocal music 
He caused the organ 
of'Blasiuskirche to be repaired to his 
specs, and attached a glockenspiel 
(peale of bells). The church con- 


verted to Lutheranism. 


During the summer of !720. when 
JSB was in Colhcn wilh Prince Leo- 
pold ofAnhalt-Cothen, his wife and 
brother died. JSB didn't find out until 
several months after the fact. In 
1721 at theCothen court, JSB met 
and married 21 year old singer Anna 
Magdalena Wilke (she was the daughter of 
the court trumpeter ofWeissenfels) They 
were married lor 28 years and had 13 
children (only 6 survived infancy). JSB 
wrote songs for her (French Suites) and 


oerformed them on the clavier. 


In 1723 JSB became head cantor of the 
St Thomas school in Leipzig (-50,000 
population) He was also supposed to 
teach science, but Found it too irksome. 
He didn't like the students because (|). 
they were too wild and unruly, and 
(2), he wanted to be in constant 
communication with the Protestant 
church His artistry was so above the 
people, but they respected the 
church and had a strong love for Sl 
Thomas that they tolerated JSB, He 


spent 27 years in Leipzig. 


In 1736 JSB received a letter from 
the court with the title ofHof- 
Composteur In May 1747 JSB made 
the last journey in his life. He trav- 
eled to the court of King Frederick 
Ill of Prussia (the king resided in 
Potsdam). JSB also went to Berlin 
to see the new opera house Ihal 


was built just 4 years before (| 743). 


JSB was going blind. When he was 
65. he had an operation 10 try 10 
restore his sight, but due to compli- 
cations, he died on 7/28/1750. JSB 
was considered very wealthy — his 
estate was valued at 1159 thalers 
(silver coins)(@$12 -— $13.908), 4 
clavicins, 2 lute-harpsichords, 3 violins, 3 
violas. 2 cellos, 1 violin de gamba. 1 lute. 
| spinet, and 52 books (most by Martin 
Luther). Originally JSB was buried on 
7/31/1750 in St John's cemetery. With no 
tombstone, the grave was forgotten. 
When St. John's was rebuilt in ] 894. 
scholars researched documents and had 
the bones exhumed to a sarcophagus and 
placed next to poet Geller in the vaults of 


the Johanniskircne. 


Many people paid homage until WWII de- 
stroyed the church The remains were res-— 
cued and reburied in 1949 in the alter 
room oflheThomaskirche(St. Thomas 
Church in Leipzig) There are no living de- 


scendants of JSB. 


As a tribute, JSB is referred by some as 
the "Father of All Music". On the calendar 
of saints in the Lutheran church, July 28 ' 


commemorates JSB as a musician. Even 


though he was considered ‘old fashioned’,

Indian, | realized that the amount of land 


owned by the Indians was greatly re- 
duced from 1859 — 1909, which seemed 
to go with the original song s lyrics. The 
government was very unfair to the Indians 
during the fifty years we had one on the 


Oone-cent piece. They broke land treaties 


over and over again. 





By the 1860s and 1870s, mass hunting 
of the American buffalo changed the way 
that the plains Indian tribes lived. Since 
the Indians could no longer depend upon 
the great herds, they became more de- 
pendent upon the US Government for 
food, clothing, and shelter. The govern- 
ment decided Indians had to become 
“American”. It was even illegal to teach 
Indian languages in school! Things are 
much different today.
